Vale illusionist 
‘amazes’ audiences 
on his world trip

AN illusionist 
from the Vale is 
amazing people 
with his mind¬ 
reading abilities 
as he continues a 
globetrotting 
world tour that 
will take up to a 
year. 

Tom DeVoe, a former 
pupil of Cowbridge 
Comprehensive School, 
who lives in the village 
of Aberthin, began his 
journey, which he called 
the ‘Without Borders 
World Trip’, on August 
13 last year - his 21st 
birthday. 

Tom told The GEM: 
“To travel the world 
doing what I love, per¬ 
forming for people 
across the globe, is the 
most challenging, excit¬ 
ing venture I could ever 
have imagined.” 

He started in London, 
but his itinerary takes in 
India, Hong Kong, 
China, Singapore, 
Australia, New Zealand, 
the Cook Islands and 
the USA. 

He is currently in 
Singapore and aston¬ 
ished a local journalist 
and photographer from 
‘The New Paper’ with 
his mind-reading abili¬ 


ties, by correctly guess¬ 
ing which numbers they 
were thinking of, and 
confidently predicting 
which word they would 
pick out of President 
Obama’s autobiography, 
Dreams From My 
Father. 

Germaine Lim, the 
impressed journalist, 
reported: “The word 
was ‘goat’. Can it get 
any more random? 

“I bet DeVoe, who is 
in town to perform his 
Mind Illusion Show, 
probably knew my 
darkest secrets the 
moment I said ‘hello’!” 

Tom has also made 
his mark in India. “I 
performed in Delhi for 
Fever 104FM, a Virgin- 
owned radio station, 
reading the minds of the 
DJ and callers to the 
show.

INQUIRY PUTS PLANNERS 
IN THE VALE SPOTLIGHT 


T HE public 
inquiry on 
the St Athan 
compulsory pur¬ 
chase order which 
is taking place at 
Barry Memorial 
Hall is an impor¬ 
tant inquiry for 
people living in the 
Vale. 

While Vickey Way in 
last week’s GEM sug¬ 
gests that it will achieve 
little for local residents 
affected by the proposed 
development, the inquiry 
has already led to certain 
minor concessions from 
the developers as to 
aspects of its intrusive 
nature. 


In addition, it has 
revealed inappropriate 
procedures on the part of 
the Welsh Assembly 
Government planners. It 
has further highlighted 
that most opposition 
stems from the fact that 
it extends over green¬ 
field sites, rather than 
remaining within the 
boundaries of the exist¬ 
ing St Athan base. 

Much of the reason 
for this relates to the 
maintenance of the plans 
from the Welsh 
Assembly Government 
planners for an 
Aerospace Business 
Park. 

There has been no 
business case made for 
this since 2002, long 


before the Defence 
Technical College (DTC) 
was proposed. 

Since that time, there 
has also been a major 
collapse in the aviation 
industry as part of the 
worldwide recession. In 
addition, no private sec¬ 
tor funding or agree¬ 
ments have been 
obtained for the 
Aerospace Business 
Park. 

Without this develop¬ 
ment, all of the DTC 
could be located within 
the existing site. 

Furthermore, it has 
become clear that no 
serious consideration has 
been give to the propos¬ 
als for an alternative to 
the northern access road. 


This alternative has been 
developed by local resi¬ 
dent and leading civil 
engineer David Harris, 
and is strongly supported 
by Llanmaes 
Community Council, as 
well as other local resi¬ 
dent groups in St Athan, 
Eglwys Brewis and 
B overton. 

Unlike the Northern 
Access road, which will 
have a major impact on 
local residents, particu¬ 
larly at Millands Park, 
the alternative proposed 
will not entail any devel¬ 
opment over greenfield 
sites.

Cyclists who feel intimidated 


1 WISH to 
respond to P J 
Alexander’s fol¬ 
low-up letter on the 
issue of cycling and 
walking on the 
Vale’s rural roads. 

Firstly, let me agree 
on one point, that is the 
safety of all road users is 
paramount. However, 
from my point of view, 
the use of high visibility 
clothing and good light¬ 
ing goes without saying. 

Of course, it is sensi¬ 
ble and indeed essential 
for anyone using the 
roads to have the best 
available technology to 
ensure that they can see 
and, perhaps even more 
importantly, to be seen. 

Reflective clothing 
and the latest LED lights 
go a long way towards 
ensuring that cyclists and 
pedestrians can be readi¬ 
ly seen at night on unlit 
roads. In fact, it can be 
safer cycling at night (in 
good weather) because 
all road users can see 
each other more effec¬ 
tively in these circum¬ 
stances. 

In my experience, the 
use of LED front head¬ 
lights on bicycles often 
results in more consider¬ 
ate behaviour from 


oncoming motorists, per¬ 
haps because they per¬ 
ceive the bright light to 
be coming from another 
motor vehicle. 

I reiterate that the use 
of many lanes IS imprac¬ 
tical for leisure cycling 
and particularly commut¬ 
ing. Arriving to work 
wet, or late because of a 
puncture would not have 
gone down well with my 
employers. When 
cycling on a bus route, at 
least there is the possi¬ 
bility of catching the bus 
in the event of a break¬ 
down. 

Many of the minor 
routes, which are being 
advocated are quite 
busy; indeed, the unclas¬ 
sified road that I used to 
cycle from Llantwit to 
Bridgend a half century 
ago can hardly be 
described as traffic-free 
now, as it once used to 
be. 

In my experience, if a 
country lane is good 
enough for cycling, it is 
certain that it will also 
be well-used by motor 
vehicles. 

Regarding Kevlar- 
reinforced tyres, I have 
used these for 15 years 
but I still get occasional 
punctures from 
thorns/hedge cuttings in 


the side wall as this part 
of the tyre is not protect¬ 
ed by Kevlar. 

As a point of fact, 
these tyres are not just ‘a 
bit more expensive’ they 
are 2 - 3 times the cost 
and wear out more 
quickly than convention¬ 
al ones. 

Finally, and speaking 
as a motorist of almost 
50 years, it is a fact that 


many would-be cyclists 
are frightened to use 
public roads at all, but to 
be intimidated in this 
way just reinforces the 
view that the roads are 
for the exclusive use of 
motorists and this then 
becomes a self-fulfilling 
philosophy.

It will be interesting 
to see how the Varroa 
Mite has been coping 
with the first real winter 
we have had for some 
time. 

The trays that I have 
on the underside of my 
hives for the collection 
of dead mites and gen¬ 
eral hive debris were 
taken out in early 
December. 

These will be 
replaced now so that I 
can get some idea as to 
the mite population, 
which will be falling 
from the bees as they 
die naturally. 

By naturally, I mean 
that, as the bees have 
had no treatments to 
control mite numbers 
since October (2009) 
those that I will be 
observing can be 
assumed to have died of 
natural causes. 

From my findings, a 
strategy for future con¬ 
trol can be put into 
action. 

Cleaning and repair 
of the previous year’s 
equipment is an activity 
that I am carrying out at 
the present time. 

Old wax that tends to 
adhere to brood boxes, 
super boxes and the 
frames that fit in them 
must be cleaned off. 

This is done using 
various scrapers plus a 
blowtorch (plumber’s 
type) that will kill off 
any non-required ele¬ 
ments that are hoping to 
find a home in your 
equipment. 


The bits and pieces 
of wax are saved and 
will be re-cycled using 
my solar-wax melting 
device (more on this at 
a later date.) 

New frames to suit 
the brood chamber and 
the super boxes will be 
assembled, and these 
will be fitted with fresh 
wax foundation. 

Cleanliness and bee 
health in general is 
much enhanced if old 
and damaged frames are 
removed on a regular 
basis. 

Items such as crown- 
boards, queen-excluders 
and feeders, not forget¬ 
ting the all-important 
beekeeper’s best friend 
the ‘smoker’, need to 
cleaned and made ready 
for re-use. 

As the new season 
unfolds, and as the vari¬ 
ous items of equipment 
are brought into use, I 
will endeavour to 
explain their use and 
make-up in greater 
detail. 

Come that first 
spring inspection what 
will I find? 

The bees were provi¬ 
sioned well enough. 

Will the ravages of win¬ 
ter or the ever-present 
Varroa-Mite have 
brought about the 
demise of one or more 
hives? 

Hope springs eternal! 
Roll on spring.

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Operations are 
cancelled at the 
Princess of Wales 


OPERATIONS 
have been can¬ 
celled at the 
Princess of Wales 
Hospital in 
Bridgend this 
week, as managers 
struggle to cope 
with the demand 
for beds. 

In a statement to the 
GEM, a spokesman for 
the Abertawe Bro 
Morgannwg Health 
Board said that the hos¬ 
pital had been busy, 
with elderly patients 
admitted with complex 
medical needs. 

It was also coping 
with a 25 per cent 
increase in people 
attending A and E as a 


result of the cold 
weather. 

The hospital has 
opened additional beds 
to try to limit the 
impact of the extra 
emergency cases - but 
very sick patients need 
longer stays as in¬ 
patients, and this has 
had an impact on the 
flow of patients in and 
out of the hospital. 

The statement adds: 
“Unfortunately, due to 
the sheer number of 
emergency cases, we 
have also cancelled 
some elective cases. 

“Patients who have 
their surgery cancelled 
will be offered an alter¬ 
native appointment, but 
we understand that 
patients would find a 


Vale volunteers

afterwards as in¬ 
patients. 

She said that on 
Tuesday, almost all the 
beds in the gynaecolo¬ 
gy ward were occupied 
by either orthopaedic 
or medical patients. 

She said that the 
recent closure of Ward 
3, with the loss of 28 
beds, had made it more 
difficult for the hospital 
to cope. 

The statement added 
that while the number 
of gynaecology patients 
had fluctuated between 
three and five, a num¬ 
ber of these patients 
had been treated at the 
short stay unit for clini¬ 
cal procedures, includ¬ 
ing gynaecology, to 
reduce the impact of 
the cancellation of 
operations. 

Research carried out 
recently has revealed 
that the Bridgend area 
now has 200fewer hos¬ 
pital beds than it did in 
1985.

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Resident’s outrage at council’s felling decision 

Work starts on Cadoxton House 
- but old trees are a casualty 


WORK has started on 
converting the derelict 
Cadoxton House to a 
community building - 
but one local resident is 
furious that trees in the 
grounds have been cut 
down. 

The 18th Century building 
has been badly damaged by 
fire, after being unoccupied for 
a number of years. 

Now, the Safer Vale 
Partnership has been awarded 
£1.2 million from the Welsh 
Assembly Government for a 
project which will “restore the 
house to its former glory and 
provide much-needed services 


in the area”. 

A range of local statutory, 
voluntary and charitable organ¬ 
isations, including Atal y Fro 
(formerly Vale of Glamorgan 
Women’s Aid), Pen yr Enfys 
(alcohol addiction rehabilita¬ 
tion), Hafan Cymru (prevent¬ 
ing abuse and promoting inde¬ 
pendence for women, men and 
children escaping domestic 
violence) and the Police 
Domestic Abuse Unit, will be 
located at Cadoxton House. 

However, one local resident, 
Patricia Ireland, is outraged 
that a number of trees have 
been cut down as the Vale 
Council prepares to start work 
on the project. 


She said: “Following a very 
small notice to state that some 
tree pruning would take place, 
the council has proceeded to 
fell and destroy all the trees in 
the grounds. 

“A historic monkey puzzle 
tree of around 100 years (one 
of only two in Cadoxton ) has 
been felled, along with many 
other beatiful historic speci¬ 
mens.” 

She added: “Once again, the 
council has acted in a very 
underhand manner regarding 
the future of Cadoxton House.” 

On behalf of the Vale 
Council, Jane Wade, the opera¬ 
tional manager for property, 
said: “The trees are being 


removed by the contractor to 
allow for the new access road 
to Cadoxton House. 

“The trees have been 
checked and they are not the 
subject of any preservation 
orders.”

Ultimately, the firm has 
made up its mind to go, 
which is a hammer blow 
for the workforce.” 

The president of 
Bosch’s starter motors 
and generator (SG) divi¬ 
sion, Mr Stefan 
Asenkerschbaumer, said: 
“I deeply regret that we 
could not find a solution 
for the Cardiff plant. I 
have spent time in a pre¬ 
vious role as plant man¬ 
ager in Cardiff and I 
know first-hand the dedi¬ 
cation and commitment 
of the employees here. 

“Therefore, this is for 
me personally one of the 
toughest decisions in my 
career. However, with 


my responsibility for the 
whole starter motors and 
generators division, the 
economic situation in the 
market leaves me no 
other choice. 

“Without structural 
adjustment, the long¬ 
term commercial future 
of the whole division is 
at serious risk. I am 
hopeful that the plant 
management, plant coun¬ 
cil and union will 
achieve a fair agreement 
and amicable solution for 
all employees during the 
phase-out of production 
at the factory.” 

Bosch production is 
being switched to 
Hungary.

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Battlelines are drawn over future 
of free school transport in the Vale 


THE Labour group 
on the Vale Council 
has expressed its 
dismay that pro¬ 
posals have been 
put forward by the 
council to cut fund¬ 
ing for free trans¬ 
port for 16 to 19- 
year-olds from 
September. 

A consultation exer¬ 
cise is currently under 
way into the future fund¬ 
ing of post-16 learners’ 
transport in the Vale. 

Councillor Bronwen 
Brooks, who has a 
daughter at St Richard 
Gwyn School, said: “I am 
deeply concerned if this 


consultation proceeds 
and the threat this deci¬ 
sion would have on stu¬ 
dents from St Richard 
Gwyn Roman Catholic 
school, who feed into St 
David’s Sixth Form 
College in central 
Cardiff. 

“It would be totally 
impractical for young 
people to travel from 
across the Vale and Barry 
to St David’s College 
using public transport 
and I fear this proposal 
may have a detrimental 
impact upon the future of 
the only faith secondary 
school in the Vale.”

The committee agreed 
that the consultation must 
consider the impact that 
the loss of ‘16-19’ school 
transport would have 
upon the rural Vale, as 
well as the effect the pro¬ 
posals would have on 
Barry College and local 
schools. 

The committee also 
requested the report be 
returned to the scrutiny 
committee for further dis¬ 
cussion. 

Coun Elmore said “I 
am very concerned about 
this proposed cut in edu¬ 
cation transport funding 
if it goes ahead. 

“At a time when we 
are encouraging our 
young people to stay in 
college or school to fur¬ 
ther their education, it 
would be madness to stop 
free transport. 

“This is a vital service 
to help young people 


progress onto further 
education and it would 
have an incredibly nega¬ 
tive effect if free trans¬ 
port is withdrawn. Cuts 
in services for young 
people are not the way 
forward.” 

Jane Hutt, the Vale’s 
AM, said: 

“I have made repre¬ 
sentations to the Welsh 
Assembly's Transport 
Minister Ieuan Wyn- 
Jones regarding this issue 
and he has indicated to 
me that the provision of 
free transport for post-16 
learners is a matter of dis¬ 
cretion for local authori¬ 
ties. 

“However, many do 
provide free transport and 
the Welsh Assembly 
Government encourages 
local authorities to do so. 
I therefore call on the 
Vale Council to reconsid¬ 
er their proposal.” 

Labour councillors are 
encouraging local parents 


to make their views 
known by writing to the 
council. 

Paula Ham, head of 
strategic planning and 
performance at the oun- 
cil, told The GEM : 

“The council currently 
uses its discretionary 
powers to provide free 
transport for post-16 
learners living more than 
three miles from their 
school or college. 

“Qualifying students 
attending further educa¬ 
tion establishments are 
generally provided with a 
bus pass to travel on the 
local service network and 
students in schools are 
provided with contract 
vehicles in the main. 

“The council is con¬ 
sulting on two options for 
replacing this free school 
transport, the first being 
based on a system where¬ 
by eligible students 
would be awarded a trav¬ 
el grant to assist with 


costs to and from 
school/college, and the 
second on retaining the 
current school transport 
network and levying a 
charge. 

“For example, trans¬ 
port currently provided to 
St David’s College would 
continue, with parents 
asked to pay a contribu¬ 
tion.” 

She pointed out: 
“Under both options, the 
costs of post-16 transport 
would still be heavily 
subsidised by the council. 

“The responses to a 
consultation exercise, 
running from January 6 
to February 1, are due to 
be considered by the life¬ 
long learning scrutiny 
committee on February 
15, and the cabinet later 
that month.”

One local instructor, 
Jim Stokes, told The 
GEM: “The petitions will 
be presented to the 
Minister responsible for 
the Driving Standards 
Agency. 

“There are now three 
alternative premises 
available for the DSA to 
go to, and there is no rea¬ 
son why Barry should 
not retain the facility. 

“When the population 
of the Vale is likely to be 
increased by thousands 
of people in the next few 
years with the Defence 
Technical College, it 
makes no sense to lose 
this local service.” 

Campaigners ran peti¬ 
tions locally and on-line. 

Vale’s AM Jane Hutt 
has written to Paul Clark, 
the Parliamentary 

Undersecretary of State, 
with ministerial responsi¬ 
bility for the DSA, to 


emphasise that the town 
needs the centre. She 
said: “The strength of 
feeling about the loss of 
the Barry Driving Test 
Centre is clear from the 
3,000 petition signatures 
gathered in a few weeks. 

“It was extremely dis¬ 
appointing that the DSA 
representative, who was 
expected at the meeting 
last night, did not attend 
to hear our deeply-felt 
concerns regarding the 
adverse impact that the 
loss of the test centre will 
have on lives in Barry 
and the area. 

“I made the point that 
Barry is the largest town 
in Wales, with more than 
2,500 driving tests being 
undertaken and more 
than 50 driving instruc¬ 
tors providing this 
invaluable service. It is 
clear that the centre is an 
important part of the 
local economy, as well as 


delivering important 
skills to the community. 

“Relocation of this 
service to either 
Fairwater or Bridgend 
would leave these 
already over-stretched 
test centres incredibly 
busy.” 

The Driving Standards 
Agency (DSA) says the 
Test Centre will close on 
March 26. A spokesman 
told The GEM: “The cen¬ 
tre at Barry does not offer 
the services we would 
wish to offer our cus¬ 
tomers, and the premises 
do not have the benefit of 
off street parking for our 
customers.” 

He added that alterna¬ 
tive test centres in 
Cardiff and Bridgend 
could absorb the extra 
work, and were within 
the “20-mile travel dis¬ 
tance criterion” for peo¬ 
ple in the Vale.

Jimmy, a pupil at 


Corpus Christi High 
School, has congenital 
myasthenia - which 
involves voluntary mus¬ 
cle weakness that can 
lead to a lack of mobility 
and respiratory problems. 
At night, he uses a venti¬ 
lator. 

Jimmy’s mum, Kerry, 
was delighted with the 
news of his win: “Jimmy 
doesn’t always get the 
chance to do these sorts 
of things. For him to get 
the scholarship is fantas¬ 
tic - a real boost to his 
confidence.” 

Acting coach Peter 
Ferris said: “In auditions 
you have to do some¬ 
thing extra in your per¬ 
formance in order to get 
yourself noticed. 

“Jimmy immediately 
found more in the script 
we were working on, 
adding imagination and 
more thought to the char¬ 
acter, both verbally and 
physically. 

“At one specific 
moment in the script, he 
was exceptional, and it 
was that moment that 
won him his scholar-

He will also explain 
that climatic changes 
have not always been 
slow processes, they can 
be quite rapid events.

Clooney and Reitman are 
flying high Up In The Air 


A FTER burst¬ 
ing out of the 
blocks with 
the wryly acerbic 
Thank You For 
Smoking , director 
Jason Reitman 
found himself han¬ 
dling the pressures 
of a smash hit when 
teen pregnancy 
comedy Juno went 
supernova. 

Having delivered two 
assured directorial offer¬ 
ings with these films, 
Reitman’s third film has 
attracted a similar level 
of praise Stateside, with 
award murmurings com¬ 
ing thick and fast. 

Up In The Air tells 
the story of Ryan 
Bingham (George 
Clooney), a ‘downsizer’ 
whose job is to travel 
around the country 
telling people they have 
been fired. 

When his company 
hires a young woman 
(Anna Kendrick) who 
believes they can do 
this via video-confer¬ 
encing, Ryan takes her 
on one of his trips in an 
attempt to show her the 
error of her ways; but 
seeing his life through 
someone else’s eyes 
soon makes Ryan 
reassess his lifestyle - 
particularly when he 
meets Alex (Vera 
Farmiga), a woman 
whose lifestyle is the 
female equivalent of 
Ryan’s... 

George Clooney is in 
a rich vein of form right 
now. The former Dr 
Doug Ross has shown 
his versatility and acting 
nous in such highly 
praised, and diverse, fare 
as The Men Who Stare 
At Goats and Fantastic 
Mr Fox and lighting up 
the otherwise muddled 
Burn After Reading. 

Yet for all his good 
work in these films, it 
may be Up In The Air 
that will be looked on as 
Clooney’s finest hour in 
years to come, for the 
star offers a performance 
full of charm, charisma, 
pathos and emotion. 

It not only highlights 
just how skilled an actor 
the two-time ‘world’s 
sexiest male’ can be, but 
also heads up an impres¬ 
sive cast that makes Up 
In The Air an incredible 
film. 

It seems little surprise 
that Clooney has such a 
ball playing the charac¬ 
ter of Bingham, given 
there are more than a 
few parallels between 
character and actor. 

However, he deserves 
credit for not merely 
offering up some light 
performance. Beneath 
the veneer of cool and 
charm, there’s a degree 
of longing for a life not 
spent in the air that 
grows larger as the film 
progresses. 

The character of 


Bingham is one closeted 
from the troubles of real 
life - there are no rela¬ 
tionships he feels the 
need to maintain, no 
need to involve himself 
too closely in the situa¬ 
tions of others (in one 
telling exchange his sis¬ 
ter tells him he is ‘invis¬ 
ible’ to her). 

Clooney’s turn mines 
real emotion from a man 
whose ideal of being an 
island starts to wither 
away as he meets people 
who can see beyond his 
exterior. 

These characters who 
start to make him see the 
other way of life are 
superbly inhabited by 
Anna Kendrick and Vera 
Farmiga. 

The former casts 
away the limitations of 
the Twilight franchise to 
show her acting ability, 
holding her own with 
Clooney and offering a 
turn of depth and char¬ 
acter where she could 
have been merely a 
lightly sketched cipher. 

She brings real verve 
to her character, as does 
Farmiga, whose charac¬ 
ter’s affinity for air trav¬ 
el and its perks make her 
a mirror of Ryan. 

Sharing a wonderful 
playful chemistry with 
Clooney, Farmiga, along 
with Kendrick, make a 
perfect foil for Clooney, 
while still offering 
enough substance in 


their own performances 
to hold their own. 

Having taken on co¬ 
writing duties along with 
Sheldon Turner, Jason 
Reitman doesn’t run the 
risk of spreading himself 
too thinly by offering 
another assured directo¬ 
rial outing and a script 
that is tight and strong. 

Giving the film the 
sheen of the numerous 
airport lounges Ryan 
visits, Reitman’s direc¬ 
tion is understated yet 
conveys beautifully the 
nuances of the script and 
the characterisation. 

That he manages to 
makes Bingham’s exis¬ 
tence seem both wonder¬ 
fully disengaged from 
society and horribly 
closed off from the real 
world shows that 
Reitman isn’t overly 
keen to brandish judge¬ 
ment on the character 
and his life, something 
the script reinforces. 

Instead, rather than 
lay on heavy handed 
redemption for the char¬ 
acter, Reitman and 
Turner allow the narra¬ 
tive to feel realistic and 
unforced, leading to a 
climax that doesn’t see 
the pair tie up their end¬ 
ing in bows. 

While the film tries a 
touch too hard to 
emphasise the notion of 
unemployment and los¬ 
ing your job being a 
hardship (the use of real

people in segments 
where Ryan informs 
them they are being let 
go is superfluous), it 
doesn’t detract from 
what is overall a smartly 
made and funny film, 
and another huge suc¬ 
cess for both Clooney 
and Reitman; Up In The 
Air certainly does man¬ 
age to fly high! 

VERDICT-An 
incredible lead turn from 
George Clooney heads 
up a wonderful film, as 
Up In The Air is a fdm 
well worth seeing. 

Jason Reitman’s 
assured and confident 
direction, coupled with 
strong performances 
across the board make 
this intelligent yet 
breezy film truly superb. 
Highly recommended.
